THE SENATE FINANCE BILL, 
FILIZUSTFRING IN THE HOUSE. 
Specica! Dispatch to The Chrcaco Tribune, 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 23.—The session of 
the House to-day indicated that the new Finance 
bill will not be so easily passed im the latter 
body as it was in the Senate. Senator Sherman 
and other leading Senators appeared on the floor 
of the House early in the morning and held an 
extended conference with prominent Represent- 
atives. The result of this conference was, that 
it was decided that Horace Mayvard, as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Banking and Currency, 
should move the immediate passage of the Sen- 
ato bill. The fact that the Civil-Righits bill prac- 
tically controls the Speaker's table scems to 

HAVE BEEN OVERLOOKED 
at thas conference. Horace Maynard, who is 
notably unskilled in parliamentary tactics, very 
nearly brought the House, by his motion, to a 
tinal disposition of the Civil-Rights bill, and 
without the knowledge of the members. Speak- 
er Blaine, seeing the position into which the 
House, by aslip, was unwittingly likely to be 
brought, suggested that such a motion would 
lose the Civil-Rights bill its advantageons posi- 
tion on the Speaker’s table, and would 
send it to a committee where it would 
probably never again see daylight. The 
Democrats, who had been quick to see 
the results of Maynard’s motion, were some- 
what discomfitted when they observed that the 
House was certarn to heed the warning, and 
Beck, of Kentucky, gave exoression to this sen- 
timent by saying that the Democrats in no event 
intended to permit that bill to pass before March 
4. Theunfortunate motion of Mr. Maynard 
haviog been withdrawn, a succession of fili- 
busteripng motionsensued. They proceeded for 
the most part from the Democratic side, but 
were encouraged on the Republican side by rep- 
sentatives of the extremes of both schools of 
finance. It soon became apparent that the bill 
COULD NOT BE PASSED TO-DAY, 

and after two hours of wrangling it was finally 
unanimously agreed to set the bill for consider- 
ation Jan. 7, 1875. 

The absence of so large a number of Repub- 
licans from the House gave the Democrats an 
especial advantage in their fillibustering move- 
ments, a3 it permitted them to make repeated 
demands for roll cails to discover the presence 
of aquorum. If theabsent members had paid 
more attention to legislation and less to Christ- 
mas pleasures, it is just possible that the vexed 
finance question might have been disposed of in 
the House to-day. 

THE DRIFT OF TALK 
among the Representatives shows that the most 
serious Opposition to the Senate Finance bill will 
be made by the most advanced bard money-men. 
Gen. Joe Hawley, of Connecticut, whois the 
typical Representative of the class who are for 
the immediate resumption of coin-payment at 
any cost, gave notice that he could not vote for 
the bili to-day, aud plainly intimated that he 
would noton any day. Some of the opposite 
class, represented by Merriam, of New York, are 
inclined to oppose the bill. They urge that the 
certain result will be contraction, and that ihe 
FREE-BANKING PROVISIONS ARE DZLUSIVE 
in that, in view of the prosnective <lecrease in 
the premium of the United States bonds conve- 
quent upon coin resumption, bankers will not be 
inclined to buy bends at the present high rates 
for the sake of the small profits on circulation.

THE DEMOCRATS ARE MUCH DISTURBED 
at their Senate record onthe bill, as they now 
see that it will not be difficult to show that the 
votes were not against specie-payment. The 
general impression, however, is that the bill 
will pass after the holidays. 
THE TEXT OF THE BILL. 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of the Treasury 
is hereby authorized and required, as rapidly as practi- 
cable, to cause to be coined at the mints of the United 
States silver coins of denominations of 10, 25, and 50 
cents of standard value, and to issue them in redemp- 
tion of an equal number and amount of fractional cur- 
rency of similiar denominations, or, at his discretion, 
he may issue such silver coins through the mints, Sub- 
Treasuries, public depositories, and post-oflices of the 
United States, and, upon such issue, he is hereby au- 
thorized and required to redeem an equal amount of 
such fractional currency, until the whole amount of 
such fractional currency outstanding shall be redeem- 
ed. 

Sro. 2. That so much of Sec. 3,524 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States as provides fora charge 
of one-sixth of 1 percentum for converting standard 
gold bullion into coin is hereby repealed, and hereafter 
no charge shall be made for that service. 

Sec, 3. That Sec, 5,777 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, limiting the aggregate amount of the 
circulating notes of the National Banking associations, 
be and is hereby repealed, and each existing banking 
association may increase ite circulating notes 1m ac- 
cordance with the existing law, without respect to enid 
aggregate limit ; and new banking associations may be 
organized in accordance with the existing law, without 
respect to the aggregate limit; and the provisions of 
the law for the withdrawal and redistribution of Na- 
tional-Bank currency among the several States and 
Territories are hereby repealed ; and whenever and so 
often as circulating notes shail be issued to any such 
banking association, so increasing its capital or cir- 
culating notes, or so newly organized as aforesaid, it 
shall be the duty of the Seeretary of the Treasury to 
redeem the legal-tender United States notes in 
exceas only of $300,000,000 to the amount of 80 
per centum of the sum of National-Bank notes 
so iesued to any such banking association as 
aforesaid, and to continue euch redemption 
as such circulatiag notes are issued = untii 
there shall be cutstanding the sum of $300,000,000 of 
such legal-tender United States notes and bo more, 
And onand after the Ist day of January, A. D. 1379, 
the Secretary of the Treasury sbafl redeem in coin the 
United States legal-tender notes then outstanding on 
their presentation for redemption at the office of the 
Assistant Treasuer of the Urited States, in the City of 
New York, in sums of not less than nity dollars. And 
to enable the Secretary of the Treasury to prepare and 
provide for the redemption in this act authorized or 
required, he is authorized to use any surplus revenues 
from Mime to time in the Treasury, not oth

PACIFIC MAIL INVESTICATION. 
A SUL-COMMITTEE GOING TO NEW YORK. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WasuinGron, D. C., Dec. 23.—The Pacific 
Mail investigation is to be transferred to New 
York City. A strong sub-committee, consisting 
of Kasson, Niblack. Beck, and Burchard, has been 
directed to sit in New York, with full powers- 
One of the first objects there will be to discover 
the person to whom the 2500,000 check was paid. 
The Committee are advised of the story of the 
St. Paul Dispatch about Bill King. The officers 
of the Metropolitan and American Exchange 
Vanks will be summoned. It is not unlikely 
that the home bankers of King will be sub- 
peenaed. 

KING’S EVIDENCE 
has already been taken. It was part of the mys- 
terious testimony transmitted from the last Con- 
gress. In it King positively denied all connec- 
tion with the Pacific Mail affair, and said that 
he spoke to only one member of Congress, and 
that im jest, and that member voted against the 
subsidy. Ifthe check passed through the Park 
and Metropolitan Banks, its passage was ir- 
regular. The original check is bere, and 
bears the payment stamp of no bank, which 
would not have been the case if it passed either 
of those banks, unless it was paidio a very irpeg- 
ular way. Iiufus Hatch, of the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany, who has the check here, doubts tho pay- 
ment through those banks. He eays it was part 
of the Harriet & Noyes transaction. Richard 
Parsous was to have testified to-day, but was 
called home by death in his family. He will 
testify that his only connection was as an attor- 
ney. 
PARSONS’ PLUM. 

Richard C. Parsons. Representative from 
Ohio, is said to have prepared a statement to be 
made to the Ways and Means Committee, show- 
ing bis counection with the Pacific Mail subsidy. 
At the time of the passage of the 
Parsons was Marshal of _ the 
United States Supreme Court, but his 
statement will, it is understood, show that he 
received $3,500 from Irwin, the Pacific Mail

ROCK ISLAND BRIDGE. 
AN APPROPRIATION NEEDED. 
Sveciai Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, 

Wasninetron, D.C., Dec. 23.—The Secretary 
of War to-day sent to the House an important 
communication relating to the Rock Island Rail- 
oad bridge. It appears that in the appropria- 
ion bill of last year $23,400 were appropriated 
for repairs of the bridge and machinery, of which 
one-half was to be paid by the Chicago & Rock 
Island Road. This appropriation was the result 
of a misunderstanding of the estimates, which 
calied for $13,400 for repairs and machinery, and 
$10,000 for the care and preservation of the 
bridge. No appropriation was made for the lat- 
ter purpose. ‘She consequence is that there is 
danger of the destruction of the floor-beams of 
both decks of the bridge by rot, the replaoing of 
which would be very difficult and expensive, and 
would necessitate a disuse of the bridge for 
several weeks.

FREEDOMEN’S AFFAIRS. 
SOME REMINISCENCES. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, 

Wasuinoton, D.C., Dec. 23.—There was an 
echo of the old story about the Freedmen's 
Bureau affairs in the report which was made to 
the House this afternoon of the Freedmen’s 
branch of the Adjutant-Generai’s office. The 
payment of claims through the Post-Office De- 
partment has proven very advantageous, and re- 
sulted in a saving to the Government and to the 
claimapt. Every precaution has been exercised 
in guarding against imposition by pretended 
claimants. In a few cases 

GUILTY PARTIES HAVE BEEN CONVICTED 
by the courts and imprisoned. Since July 1, 
1872, in paying to claimants the amount of 
$1,088,742, four attempts at frand have proved 
successful. In two of the cases the guilty par- 
ties have been apprehended andimprisoned.

MISPLACED LEOCORDS.

& Obio Railroad in Washington, where they had 
remained directed to the late Commissiouer 
since April, 1872.

The misap- 
propriation was made soon after July 1, 1971, 
and, aside from its establishment by the official 
record, the Third Auditor decided, Feb. 12, 1874, 
that the confusion and incompleteness resulted 
from the misapplication, in consequence of which 
another approvriation was deemed neceseary.

in Slay, 1873, an additional 25,000 was added to 
it, as Mr. Beecher testified, to pay the black- 
mailing demands of Moulton and Tilton, but as 
those gentlemen aver, to support the Golden 
Age. It is a privilege that the Brooklyn Savings 
Dauk reserves making loans that it may call 
them in a year or at will. The bank officers for 
some reason not made known, determined to call 
in the loan made to Mr. Beecher, and sent him 
such a notice, and negotiations were at once 
opened with the United States Trust Company. 
Mr. J. A. Johnson, of No. 24 Exchange place, 
searched the title of Mr. Beecher’s property and 
advised the loan. 

Mr. Beecher’s bold signature is at the end of 
the mortgage, and beneath it is the smaller- 
written name of Eunice W. Beecher, lis wife. 

It has just come to the surface that the mort- 
save made by Mr. Beecher on his house in May, 
io:3, to pay the $5,000, was never signed bv his 
wife, aod that she did not kuow of its existence 
until she read the mortgage paper in the Sun 
last summer.

on the subject of tho Hennepin Canal. While 
not approving of the General Government going 
into a general system of internal improvemenis, 
—for they are, asa general thing, only an ex- 
cuse for robbing tbe nation of twice or thrice 
their cost, to be divided between a lot of poiiti- 
cal bummers,—yet, if Congress should make 
an appropriation to build the Hennepin 
Canal, Rock Island is certainly not the 
most appropriate piace to terminate 
the canal ; for, being situated at the foot of the 
rapids of the Mississippi River, 99-100:hs of the 
freight that would or oncht to go through the 
canal must pass end down those rapids, 
which are so dangerous and expensive to get 
over by boats that there is pot a steamboat- 
owner on the Mississippi River but would rather 
roo his boat over 80 miles of the river im any 
other place than over those rapids. Conse- 
quently, if the canal is to be built at the cost 
cf the nation, m should be built where it woull 
do the greatest good to the greatest number, and 
that would be from the month of the Meredosia. 
just south of Albany, Iil., where there is a! most 
a natural water-way a great part of the distance 
to Hennepin ; and, at that point, the canal would 
come i:.to the Mississippi above rapids, and con- 
sequentiv save the navigating of that nver- 
ous and expensive part of the river to 9 i0Uths 
of alithe freight that would ever go through 
the canal if bmilt. And, also. it would 
io away with the nec in ® great 
measure, Of having a feeder from the 

River at Dixon, robbing the water- 
powe on the Rock River of a large 
part of the water necessary to drive its maclin- 
ery. 

Should the canal be bnilt to Rock Island, it 
would be of no prac’ical benefit to any part of 
the country, except Rock Island, DL, and Daven- 
port, Ia., as, for all up-river freigbts from Chi- 
cago and the East, it would be much cheaper to 
fhip by the way of Fulton, Ill, over the Chicago 
& Northwestern Railway, and transbip at that 
point, than to ship by way of Rock Island by 
canal. Therefore, we certainly must expect of 
our Representatives that they will well and 
thorougaly examine these routes before appro- 
priating the public money for the benefit of a 
ema!l portion of the community, who have al- 
ready been fed on the public pap pretty weil.

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There is some speculation as to the expe- 
diency of holding an election in the First 
Congressional District to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Mr. Rice. The Elec- 
tion law of this State—Chap. 46, Sec. 46— 
provides that for any special election ‘* at 
least twenty days’” notice shall be given. At 
the shortest time, no election could be had, 
returns made and canvassed, and certificate 
issued, before the 25th or 28th of January. 
This would leave but thirty-five days of the 
session. We do not think there is any emer- 
gency calling for such an election. It will 
involve a publie cost of several thousand dol- 
lars to the people af South Chicago, the 
south towns of Cook County and DuPage 
County, and for the mero purpose of ena- 
bling some aspirant to enjoy Congressional 
honors for thirty-five days. There cen be 
nothing gained by the election. If a Demo- 
crat be chosen he cannot change the political 
majority, and, if a Republican, he will only 
add one more to the more than two-thirds 
majority already existing. We hope the 
Governor will not call any election. The 
city, and State, and county will not suffer 
during the interval. Let us have peace. 
There is too much ballot-boxing anyway. 


Much more discouraging and disgraceful 
than the original passage in the Common 
Council of the Wabash Avenue Railroad ordi- 
nance was the signing of it yesterday by 
Mayor Cotyry. We looked for better things 
from him. It was reasonable, indeed, to ex- 
pect that, when the nature of the ordi- 
nance was made known to him, 
and he was shown the circumstantial evi- 
dence of corruption inthe Common Council, 
he would veto the ordinance. The people 
expected that much of him. The Mayor's 
reasons, or excuses, for signing the ordinance 
would be amusing if they were put for- 
ward privately by a _ brutal ignoramus, 
from whom nothing better could 
expected; coming from the Mayor of 
Chicago, they are humiliating enough. They 
are as follows: (1) Becanse an injunction 
would have been granted if any other com- 
pany had secured the franchise; (2) because 
the improvement of the avenue by the build- 
ing of a horse-railway will increase the tax- 
able valuation of city property fronting on it. 
As to the charge that money was used 
in the Council, the Mayor says that 
it made no_ difference all to 
him how much money was used.

A DEMOCRATIC. PLEA FOR BRAINS. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal, Democrat- 
ic, in its issue of the 21st inst., contains a 
very plaintive little wail over the fact that 
the Democratic reaction will not add any- 
thing to the intellectual strength of the pres- 
ent Opposition on the floor of the next Con- 
gress. Such Democratic journals as are able 
to discover anything at all will probably 
come to the same conclusion, now that their 
attention has been called to it by the Courier- 
Journal. If brains did not count in Con- 
gress, there would be no occasion for Demo- 
cratic journals to discount Democratic vic- 
tories; but, unfortunately for them, brains do 
count in Washington, as elsewhere, and the 
necessity for these brains is intimated in the 
following little plaint from the Cvuwrier- 
Journal, which has eyes sharp enough to see 
that the Democratic victories may yet prove 
barren : 


Tne Democrats, therefore, have been admitted on 
trial merely, The country aays to them, ** Well, now, 
let us see What you can do,” If honesty, in the com- 
mon sense of the term, were ali that is required, the 
demand could easily be filed. But we shall presentiv 
see the Republicans, chastened by disaster, vying with 
the Democrats in manifestations of the same virtue. 
They have already thrown many of their rorues over- 
board, More wilifoliow. Aftera little while, we shall 
not be able to procexl on charges of corruption, On 
the contrary, we shall need a poucy of our own; and, 
if this 1s to work well and wear well, it must embrace, 
distinctly and intelligently, the many novel problems 
which begin to press upon the eocial no less than the 
political ife of America, Brains are indispensabie to 
this business, and hence, I repeat, that it is a regretful 
feature of the situstion to note the absence of any 
higher purpose at thus time than that which relates to 
bread and butter, i 


Itis not often that Tae Tricne can in- 
dorse the statements of a Democratic paper, 
but we may assure the Courier-Journal that 
we heartily agree with it in all it says m the 
above extract. The recent elections weeded 
out of the Republican party its weak and 
corrupt material, and left the solid stuff 
which will confront Democratic ncompetency 
on the floor of the next Congress. Who are 
to be the leaders to handle the questions 
which are to come up? There is something to 
do besides making investigations and scram- 
bling for spoil. Great questions must be pre- 
sented for settlement, requiring leaders com- 
petent to grapple with them, and, when 
these issues come up, the Republicans 
will have men on the floor who can 
meet them. The Demoeracy will have in 
the chair of the House, unless some 
Democratic intrigue not yet apparent 
overthrows him, Frrnaxrpo Woop, the salary- 
grabber and representative of the sums of 
New York, who is already captivating the 
Democratic instincts with his fine liquors. 
Unless some other Democratic statesman can 
furnish a sample of whisky superior to Frn- 
NANDO’'s, and keep a better lunch-table, there 
will be no competition for the Speakership. 
With Frernanpo Woop in the chair, anda 
Democratic House without head on the floor, 
time will make all things even again. If it 
were necessary to make investigations, the 
Democracy can provide committees enough. 
If honesty is a requisite of success, perhaps 
by a severe effort the Democracy can furnish 
that also. But, when brains are required, we 
are inclined to agree with our Democratic 
contemporary that “‘the outlook in this 
respect is really discouraging.”

THE SENATE FINANCE BILL. 

The bill agreed upon by the Senate caucus 
last week, and passed bythe Senate on Tues- 
day, is, in one very important particular} a 
very different bill from whet the telegraphic 
synopsis of it led us to suppose. ; 

The country has had already one serious 
and dangerous instance of blind and indefi- 
nite legislation. Secretary BovutwrELi and 
his Assistant Ricnarpson, in 1872, assumed 
the authority to issue a portion of the $44,- 
000,000 greenbacks retired by direction of 
law in 1867-68. This conduct was se- 
verely criticised at the time, and 
the Finance Committee of the Sen- 
ate strongly reprobated the act, and in 
most emphatic terms censured the policy of 
leaving it to the discretion of any executive 
officer, under any circumstances, to issue 
Government securities to raise or depress the 
market. Subsequently, when the act was 
repeated, Congress repealed the discretionary 
power, and, by express statute, legalized the 
past usurpations. Now we have the same 
Senate Committee reporting, and the Senate 
passing, a bill requiring the Secretary of the 
Treasury, from time to time, to retire eighty 
millions of greenbacks with aview of resum- 
ing specie-payments in 1879, and then, by 
the omission of any requirement to the con- 
trary, authorizing him to reissue other 
notes in lieu of those retired. In this 
particular the bill as it now stands is 
a mockery. It may be construed as 
worse, because it authorizes the increase of 
National Bank notes indefinitely, without any 
corresponding or proportionate reduction of 
the greenbacks. So long as the present Pres- 
ident and Secretary of the Treasury may 
remain in office, this discretionary power 
will not be abused in the interest of in- 
flation; but who can puarantee as to their 
successors ? Moreover, the principle is wrong. 
No officer should have the power at his will to 
regulate the amount of currency in circula- 
tion. The bill should be amended in this par- 
ticular by the House. That question of the 
amount of currency authorized to be issued 
should not be left, aé this bill leaves it, with- 
out a peremptory regulation of law. 

The main advantage of the bill is that its 
moral weight is in the right direction ; it 
names a day, remote it is true, when the 
Treasury shall redeem its outstanding and 
overdue paper. While it leaves the matter 
of retiring the currency in the meanwhile in 
a state of uncertainty, it requires that five 
years hence the Secretary shall proceed to 
sell bonds for gold, and with the proceeds re- 
deem the currency. The tendency of the bill, 
as it now stands, is to prevent the resumption 
of specie-payments at any time before 1879, and 
to make no preparation for resumption then 
by reducing in the meantime the volume of 
outstanding notes, because the discretionary 
authority is left with whoever happens to be 
Secretary of the Treasury to reissue the re- 
tired greenbacks whenever he pleases. The 
bill should require him to destroy the re. 


tired notes as fast as they come into the | 


| 


Treasury. As the bill stands, it may be fairly 
called a scheme of inflation. 


‘THE BOARD OF TRADE. 
The action of the courts in the cases of 


Fiscurer and Sturces, in the maiter of the 
power of the Board of Trade of Chicago to 
discipline its members, leaves no longer any 
doubt on that subject. There never should 
have been any doubt on the question of 
power, nor any hesitation in the exercise of 
it. The Board has been so long negligent of 
its reputation that the numberof those who 
were guilty of disreputable practices had be- 
come formidable enough to contest for the 
supremacy. Nothing is so conducive to honor 
and high character as the prompt punishment 
of misconduct, and nothing so encouraging 
to loose principles and conduct as a lax ad- 
ministration of discipline. ‘The courts have 
come to the aidofthe reputable members, who 
have always been sustained by public opin- 
ion, and it is now for them to maintain their 
ascendency and redeem the character of the 
Board by a rigid exaction of honorable deal- 
ings. 

Judge Moorr has decided, in the case of 
Fiscner, that the Board of Trade has full 
power to discipline its members. Judge 


.WiLL1aAMs has practically dissolved the in- 


junction in the Srurazs case, leaving that 
gentleman subject to the discipline, the ad- 
ministration of which was interrupted by an 
injunction. It will be remembered that the 
Board was holding an election on the question 
of the expulsion of Srurces when the in- 
junction -was served. This was done at 
twenty-five minutes before the time fixed for 
closing the polls. The injunction was sub- 
sequently modified so as to permit the ballots 
actually polled to be counted. Just how the 
Board is to resume its jurisdiction is now a 
question. That jurisdiction, of course, re- 
sumes exactly at the point where it was sus- 
pended by the injunction. ‘The Board has 
now to appoint a time when the polls 
will be- reopened and kept open twenty- 
five minutes for the votes of those who did 
not vote on the previous day. ‘Then the 
whole vote will be counted, and the result de- 
clared just as if there had been no suspen- 
sion of the election by the injunction. And, 
after the voting is finished and the result de- 
clared, if the majority yote is in favor of his 
expulsion, he should be declared expelled. If 
he is dissatisfied at the verdict of the members 
of the Board, the courts are open to him for a 
redress of grievances if he can show that he 
is an innocent and persecuted man. But the 
right of the Board to discipline its members 
for unmercantile condact can never be 
yielded. If the Board fails to proceed with 
the case and complete it, they will bring 
themselves into public contempt, and deserv- 
edly sO, 

The injunction merely stopped proceed- 
ings for-the moment, but has undone noth- 
ing. It ms the bounden duty of the Board 
of Trade to commence exactly at the point 
where they left off, and complete the pro- 
ceedings, and of the officers to execute the 
verdict rendered by the ballots of the body. 


THE BALTIMORE & OHIO DEPOT. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, undera con- 
tract with the Directors af the Exposition, 
and approved by the Board of Public Works, 
now occupies as a .waiting-room and ticket- 
office the mew addition to the north end of 
the Exposition Building, known as the Agri- 
cultural Implement Hall. The Baltimore & 
Ohio Company have leased this wing of the 
building, which would otherwise be unoccu- 
pied five months, or till June 1 next, and 
pay therefor at the rate of $5008 month. It 
is now the desire of the controlling ring of 
the Common Council to oust the road from 
the use of this idle portion of the Exposition 
Building. The purpose is neither fair nor in 
the interest of the public. 

The Baltimore £ Ohio Company came into 
the possession of this room as follows: Hav- 
ing arranged with the Illinois Central Road 
to bring their trains in on the Illinois Central 
tracks, and use the old Uhnois Central depot, 
the Baltimore & Ohio came in along the Lake 
Front, under the impressian that it had 
secured a passenger depot. ‘Thereupon the 
Michigan Central Railroad, which has been 
opposing the entrance of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Road into Chicago in every possible 
manner, enjoined the Llinois Central from 
extending the privileges‘of the old depot to 
the Baltimore & Ohio Road. The injunction 
was issued under an old contract between 
the Illinois Central and Michigan Cen- 
tral Roads. Pending this injunction, the 
Baltimore & Ohio trains were forced off on 
one side upon ground owned by the Mlinois 
Central Road, to the east of the depot. To 
reach the B. & O. trains, people have been 
forced to cross a net-work of railroad tracks, 
and run the gauntlet of a score of engines 
and trains, switching backward and forward; 
and this at the risk of life andlimb. It was 
this public inconvenience and danger to life 
of the people of Chicago as well as strangers 
that induced the Baltimore & Ohio people to 
rent that portion of the Exposition Building 
which they now occupy. It is just large 
enough to make comfortable waiting-rooms 
and offices during the winter and spring, and 
the trains are run from 30 to 40 feet to the 
east of it.

more absurd. The property occupied by the 
Baltimore & Ohio Company is no part of the 
property formerly in dispute between the city 
and the three railroads which claimed to have 
bought it under authority of an act of the 
Legislature. That property lies all to the 
north of Monroe street, and the Exposition 
Building all to the south of Monroe street. 
That portion of the Lake Front occupied by 
the Exposition Building has never been in 
dispute ; no railroad company, or any other 
corporation or person, has ever laid claim to 
any part of it. There are no railroad tracks 
run upon it, and no buildings erected thereon 
except the Exposition Building, which was 
authorized by the Mayor, Common Council, 
and Board of Public Works. A small frac- 
tion of this building is now occupied under a 
lease till June 1, 1575, made with the sanc- 
tion of the Board of Public Works, which 
controls the disposition and management of 
the building under the resolution of the Com- 
mon. Council authorizing its construction. 
How in the name of common sense cana 
lease of a part of this building till June 1 
next give a color of title to the lessees of the 
Lake Front or any portion thereof? 

The fact is that this is a mere and shallow 
pretense, which the Common Council has 
adopted, either for the purpose of punishing 
the Baltimore £ Ohio Company, or to levy 
blackmail upon them. The reason why the 
Baltimore & Ohio Company are to be 
punished is, that they did not apply to the 
Common Council and duy a lease of the 
building from the ring which controls that 
body. The occupancy would be all right if 
the privilege had been purchased in the usual 
way. The Baliimote & Ohio Railroad peopie,

though they had distinct intimation that they 
should proceed in this way, did not 
see fit to spend any money on the 
Council. They proceeded in a more 
direct and honorable manner. They secured 
the lease they wanted by offering & 
liberal rental, and without spending the 
money in buying Aldermanic votes ; end 
they must be left in the peaceful possession 
of the property thus rented from the very 
persons, end the only persons, authorized to 
rent it. By the 1st of next June the injanc- 
tion on the Illinois Central prohibiting them 
from allowing the Baltimore & Ohio Road to 
use their depot will have been removed, or 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad will have 
made other and permanent arrangements for 
a depot. Meanwhile, it is for the public in- 
terest and safety of the people of Chicago 
that they should retain their present quarters, 
and neither the disappointment of corrupt 
Aldermen at not receiving a _ bribe, 
nor the opposition of rival railroad 
companies, should be permitted to drive 
them off from a privilege lawfully acquired. 
Things have come to a pretty pass, indeed, 
if nothing can be done in or about this city 
without first buying and paying for a suffi- 
cient number of Aldermanic votes to sanc- 
tion it. The Baltimore & Ohio people should 
not budge, nor pay a dollar but what they 
have agreed to pay. The courts and the 
public will sustain them in resisting any 
attempt at blackmail in this matter. 


THE BALANCE OF TRADE AND SPECIE-PAY- 
MENTS. 


An adverse balance of trade —is not shown 
by the entries of-the Custom-House books. 
When these books record the export of $75,- 
000,000 worth of goods and the import of 
£100,000.000 worth, it is not a fair deduction 

hat there is a balance of $25,000,000 against 

us, which we must liquidate with gold or evi- 
dences of indebtedness. For if the exported 
goods valued at $75,000,000 here were worth 
*85,000,000 abroad, and if the imported goods 
valued at $100.000,000 here were worth only 
*85,000,000 abroad, then the exports and im- 
ports have just balanced each other. . The 
cargoes sent abroad have just paid for the 
cargoes brought home. ‘There is no balance 
against any body. It is possible, indeed, that 
the $75,000,000 worth of goods exported will 
sell for enough in the English market to more 
than pay for the wares entered at $100,000, - 
000 at our Custom-Honses on the return voy- 
age. In this case the balance of trade would 
be in our favor, and yet the Custom-House 
books would show an adverse balance of 
$25,000,000! It is evident that the testi- 
mony of these books is not to be relied upon 
at all, so far as the balence of trade is con- 
cerned. <A recent writer for @ magazine on 
the subject gives a good illustration cf this 
fact. He says: 

A Boston merchant will ship a cargo of mixed good 
to the Sandwich Islauds to be exchanged for palm oil ; 
this palm oil is shipped to England, a8 a raw material 
for manufacture, snd sold for cash; the cash is im- 
mediately investedin English manunfactured goods, 
which are brought to the United States for sale. The 
outgoing cargo may have been cntered upon the Bos- 
tou Custom-liouse bools at a valuat.ou of $10,000 only, 
while the incoming cargo, having accumulated the prof- 
its of two entire changes of investiment, the carriage 
of siocks around the worid, amd the interest on the in- 
veetment, is entered at a valuation of perhaps $50,000, 
‘This would show a baiance of trade against the United 
States of $40,000, when in fact there woukl be no bal- 
ance whatever, bnt this difference would reaily repre- 
sent the profita of the voyage around the world, This 
is a2 common case plainly stated, and represents the 
actual facts as regards a large proportion of our 
foreign trade, 

There is no infallible criterion by which 
the balance of trade can be reckoned. Prof. 
CarmNEs says, in his recent book: ‘‘To 
determine the amount or extent of the ad- 
vantage derivable from foreign trade is, and, 
I venture to say, must ever be, an absolutely 
insoluble problem.” As long as two countries 
trade with each other, both must gain some- 
thing. For if either lost, its demand would 
eease. No merchant persists for years in a 
business that does not pay. This mutual 
gain eannot be reckoned. It consists largely 
in the ratification of individual tastes. Who 
is to weigh this gratification? Can any one 
tell the amount of advantage we derive 
from the tea trade? If, however, we take 
the definition of the balance of trade 
which makes it simply the difference be- 
tween exports and imports, there is a clew, 
although not a sure one, to the amount. 
The books of the bankers who deal in foreign 
exchange furnish this clew. If they show 
that we have exported more goid than we 
have imported, it is a fair inference that 
the balance of trade is against us, because it 
is gold which finally settles all deficits in in- 
ternational accounts. Itis not a fair infer- 
ence, however, that the precise amount of 
the adverse balance of trade is indicated by 
the excess of the exports of gold over the 
imports of it. If we buy $100,000,000 worth 
of goods from England and sell her $60,000,- 
000 worth in the same time, the real balance 
against us is $40,000,000. If, now, we 
float $30,000,000 worth of bonds, stocks, etc., 
on Lombard street, we will have to ex- 
port only $10,000,000 in gold to make good 
our account, and thus the apparent balance 
of trade will be but one-fourth of the real 
one. On the other hand, the bankers’ books 
can take no account of the enormous sums of 
hard money brought to this country by emi- 
grants. These men do not buy bills of ex- 
change. They bring their gold and silver on 
It is estimated that German 
immigrants have, within half a century, 
brought into this eountry $500,000,000 in 
specie. The bankers’ books show no record 
of this vast sum. It is sufficient proof of 
the utter untrustworthiness of all the means 
of calculating the specie receipts and ship- 
ments of a country to point to the fact 
recorded in Boun’s “‘ Political Cyclopeedia,” 
that, if the current statistics were true, “ all 
the specie in the world would at the present 
time be locked up in this island [England].” 
It is evident, then, that the balance of trade 
cannot be exactly ascertained, since, if we 
take the narrowest definition of it, and try 
to estimate it with the help of the books of 
all the bankers in the country, we cannot 
place any great faith in the accuracy of the 
result. 

It is, nevertheless, assumed that we cannot 
resume specie-payments until the balance of 
trade, as shown by the bankers’ books, is in 
our favor. The assumption is_ baseless. 
We have already proved that this is not 
the true balance of trade. No argument 
which treats it as true can be itself 
true. In the second place, if we 
do export more gold than we import, 
it does not follow that we have less on hand- 
at the end of the year than we had a twelve 
month before. For this is a gold-producing 
country. Ifwe have imported $10,000,000 
of gold, exported $100,000,000, and produced 
£100,000,000 during a year, the stock on hand 
is greater by $10,000,000 than it was at the 
close of the preceding year. This simple fact 
destroys the inflationist idea that, because we 
need specie with which to resume, we musi 
wait until we get it from abroad before we 
attempt resumption. The mines of America 
can supply the required amount as well as the 
banks of Europe. Finally, the great reason 
for the outflow of gold from this country is, 
that it is not in demand here as a currency. | 


It can be used in Europe more profitably 
than it can be here, because it is in demand 
there as currency. It therefore goes abroad. 
If we resume specie-payments, gold will be 
in greater demand here, and will therefore 
stay here. Itis putting the cart before the 
horse to say that Europe must ship us specie 
before we can resume. When we resume, 
and not until then, will she ship us specie. 
Lack of demand for gold here causes its ex- 
portation. We have no use for it, and conse- 
quently send it abroad in exchange for things 
we need or desire. ‘Therefore, say the oppo- 
nents of resumption, we must stop exporta- 
tion before we can have a demand. ‘That is, 
if A causes B, B must be stopped before A 
can be. But B must go on, by the conditions 
of the case, as long as A does, because it 
is the result of A. ‘Therefore B cannot 
be stopped before A. But A _ cannot 
be stopped before B. Whence it follows 
that neither A nor B can ever be stopped. 
Could there be amore ridiculous non seguti- 
tur? Yet this is simply the precise logical 
form of the anti-resumption balance-of-trade 
argument. If the reader will read “ irre- 
deemable currency ” for A and “ exportation 
of gold” for B, he will have this argument in 
a nutshell. It cannot stand criticism. The 
balance of trade depends in great part upon 
specie-payment, but specie-payment depends 
not at all upon the balance of trade. 


CENTRALIZATION. 

Because Tue ‘T'r1rpunE has repeatedly as- 
serted the sovereignty of the nation as su- 
perior and paramount to the power of the in- 
dividual State corporations, our Democratic 
contemporaries accuse us of favoring ‘‘cen- 
tralization ”; and centralization is, in the eyes 
of most of those who do not understand what 
it means,—a category which embraces, with 
+ very few exceptions, the whole rank and file 
of the Democracy,—a very odious epithet. 
What De 'TocgvEeviILLE says of the word in 
his ** Democracy in America” is still true of 
it, viz. : that it is a word in general and daily 
use, without any precise meaning being at- 
tached to it. Now there are, asthe same em- 
inent writerhas pointed out, two kinds of cen- 
tralization,—a centralization of Government 
and a centralization of Administration. These 
two kinds of centralization, though very often 
found together, are not necessarily insepara- 
ble. A centralization of Government is al- 
ways cesirable; a centralization of Ad- 
ministration, never. ‘THe TripuNnz’s po- 
sitian is the same as De Toc@vevriue’s. 
Says he: ‘“*I cannot conceive that a 
nation can live and prosper without a power- 
ful centralization of Government. But I am 
of opinion that a centralized Administration 
is fit only to enervate the nations in which it 
exists, by incessantly diminishing their local 
spirit.” It is centralization of Administration 
only that works injury to a people, and has 
a tendency to bring on their commercial 
decay. This species of centralization Tux 
TRIBUNE will ever oppose. But a centraliza- 
tion of Government at the National Capital, 
so far as necessary to save us from anarchy 
on the one hand and dissolution on the 
other, it will advocate always. If the 
Democracy oppose this centralization, the 
country is interested in knowing that they 
do, since to oppose it is to advocate either 
anarchy or dissolution, or both. It is only 
in a state of anarchy that centralization is 
entirely absent. Given a Government, it 
must have some degree of centralization, or 
fail to accomplish that for which it was in- 
stituted. Yet our Democratic friends have 
such a horror of the word that they will 
not hear it at all. Were they a little more 
philosophical they would not fear cen- 
tralization so much. They would know 
that this country never will have 
a more centralized Government than 
the emergencies of the times will demand ; 
so great are the decentralizing influences and 
interests to be overcome. ‘Thereis no danger 
that we shall ever have such a centralized 
Government as that of the Grand Roi, who 
claimed that he was the State. Such a Gov- 
ernment is simply tmpossible in this country, 
and ever will be impossible. But if we area 
people ; if, as we claim, we constitute a na- 
tion, we need a Government strong enough 
and centralized enough to make its will obey- 
ed. Without such a Government, there is no 
security, and without security all the elements 
that go to constitute the happiness of a peo- 
ple will be inevitably wanting. 


DIPLOMATIC ETIQUETTE. 

Gen. Scuencx, our Minister to England, 
has found himself in personal trouble, and 
aroused an almost universal feeling of indig- 
nation throughout Great Britain, bya very in- 
judicious and ill-considered address, recently 
made by him at Sheffield, before the Society 
of Cutlers. The English have discrimination 
enough not to hold the country responsible 
for the postprandial utterances of its repre- 
sentative, but the representative himself, 
and there is little doubt that they will make 
his position very uncomfortable, and deserv- 
edly so, in retaliation for the very low es- 
timate he placed upon the _ character 
of his audience and the gross breach 
of etiquette, amounting almost to in- 
sult, of which he was guilty. The points 
of his speech to which the English take ex- 
ception are two: first, in saying the English 
should avoid a quarrel with the United States, 
because it would interfere with the trade of 
the two countries; and, second, that, when ex- 
tending a general invitation to the Centennial 
celebration in 1876, he should intimate that 
the date (Fourth of July) need not intimi- 
date Englishmen, as he supposed ‘‘they had 
got over the soreness about that.” Under 
the circumstances, the first was a reflec- 
tion upon the character of the English, 
and an intimation of a groveling, mer 
cenary, and greedy disposition, which 
would sacrifice any question of prin- 
ciple, moral or otherwise, to commercial 
gain. ‘The second was almost a direct insult. 
A man of ordinary tact and ordinary courtesy 
would have congratulated the English upon 
the peaceful and cordial relations existing be- 
tween the two countries, and would not have 
assumed that those relations could ever be 
disturbed. Any allusion to such a possibility 
was superfluous, and the suggestion added 
to it makes it also disgraceful. The 
second slur upon the English people 
is all the worse because no reply can 
Go made to it and no apology can make satis- 
faction for it. No Englishman could have 
made such a speech in this country without 
immediate rebuke. How, forinstance, would 
e2..urthern audience, in case the South had 
defeated the North in the War of the Rebell- 
ion, have taken an allusion to their defeat, 
by a Southern orator, and an invitation to 
help celebrate it? Mr. Scnenck might with 
the utmost propriety have invited the En- 
glish people to a celebration of the hundredth 
anniversary of the existence of the United 
States asa nation, and no exceptions would 
have been taken to it; but to invite the En- 
glish people, as Mr. Scwzncx virtually did, 
to celebrate their own defeat a century ago,

A 
more thorough-taced swindle was never foisted 
upon & commubpity taan that which a majority of 
the Council of this city sanctioned and approved 
last Monday night. Verily, the Aldermanic ma- 
jority should 
HIDE THEIR HEADS IN SHAME 
when they meet their constituents, unless, in- 
deed, they were elected with the deliberate un- 
derstanding that they should sell their votes to 
the highest bidder. This serves to explain the 
fiery zeal with which saloon-keepers, gamblers, 
aod loafers rush to the front as Aldermanic can- 
didates, and, asa rule, by the predominance of 
the ruffian element around the polis, succeed in 
becoming the treacherous administratots of the 
finances of this unfortunate corporation. By

HOW IT WAS DONE. 
PEOPLE WHO OUGHT TO KNOW. 

Mr. Eugene Ellery, Assistant Treasurer of the 
Chicago, Danville & Vincennes Railroad, who 
represented the Weoash Avenue Street-Railway 
Company in the contest for the franchise, 
and who ought to kuow more than he seemed 
willing to tell, was interrogated as follows: 

Reporter—Do you know of any propositions 
made by the Wabash Avenue Company, of which 
you were the representative and agent, to the 
members of the Common Council relative to the 
passage of an ordivance favoring your Com- 
pany? 

Mr. Ellery—I can give no information relative 
to propositions, but I know that several of the 
Aldermen who voted on Monday night for the 
other ordinance’ pledged themselves previously 
to our interests. ’ 

Reporter—Have you any objection to stating 
what the nature of your understanding was ? 

Mr. Ellerv—Before I went East, ten days pre- 
vious to last Saturday, it was understood that 
several of the Aldermen, among them Culler- 
ton, Hildreth, Campbell, Woodman, and Rich- 
ardeon, would vote for us. At first Richardson 
refused, because he had a friend who was 
interested in the Garden City Com- 
pany, which never had a chance. We 
overcame the difficu't¥ by inducing Richardson's 
friend to take stock in our project, after which 
the Alderman said he was with us entirely. I 
left for New York, supposing that everything 
was satisfactorily settled. When 1 got back I 
found that all our Aldermen had experienced a 
wouderful change of heart. 1 went to the meei- 
ing of tne Council Monday evening and met 
lliidreth, who said that he aid not believe, there 
was a sgufficient number of votes tocarry us 
through that night, but that the Chicago City 
Railway Company had no chance of success. I 
revard the first vote on our ordimanca, which 
stood 19 to 19, as a mere blind, to make thiugs 
look allscuare. But when the o-her ordinance 
came up all our Alderimen went over to tne 
evemy iu a heap, which iooked very strange. 

Reporter—Do you believe that money was 
used (o secure the result ? 

Mr. Eliery—There is really noother way of ac- 
counting for the flop over. Campbell, it is well 
known, was closeted with Cobb oftho other 
company about three hours laet Monday, and, | 
suppose, the passage of the ordinance was the 
resuit of their united labors and mutual unde: 
standing. So sudden aconversion must have 
had some hidden force behind 1t. 

Mr. Eliery declined to say anything reiative to 
the particuiar negotiations of his Company with 
the Aldermen. He was cousiderably astonished 
at tae course pursued by MOu- 
day night, in stinking out all amendments 
which might bind the successful company to pay 
the city sometuiog for tue fi In this 
last the Alderman of the Firat was zealously 
Cnnueron. 

MR. POTTER PALMER, 
one of the incorporators of tbe Wabash Avenue 
Coinpany, stated to Tux TRIBUNE reporter tuat 
he was not aware that any money had been used 
by or in behalf of that Company to secure tac 
passage of their ordinance. He regarded the 
action of the Council, in giving the City Railway 
Company the franchise without « bouus, or any 
conditions whatever. aS an outrage upon the 
community, and said the hurrying through. of 
such a measure cou'd not be explained in any 
other way than by bribery and corruption. The 
peovle on Wabash avenue wanted a street-rail- 
road, but they did not want it upon such terms. 

MR. CHARLES FARGO, 
another incorporator of the Wabash Avenne 
lhiailroad Company, expressed his astonishment 
at the turn things had taken, especialiv in 
eranting au ordinance which left the Chicago City 
Railway Compaay an unconditional franchise. 
tie expressed the belief that the Wabash 
Avenue Company used no money and made no 
offers to secure the passage of thei ordiuance. 

THE BRIBELS FUND. 

It is asserted that Mr. Cobb was confinnally 
interviewing and urging several of the Alder- 
men to confer the franchise upon his corporation. 
If this be true, and it undoubtly is, the fact 
shows anxiety, and if, aa is claimed bv some, the 
Council could not, under the contract of 1593, 
cede the right to any othor company, why was 
Mr. Cobb in such a trame of mind? “SThe neme 
of the alleged go-between is in ealmost every- 
body’s inouta, but nothing definite bus yet been 
developed to impiicate him, and therefore it is 
withheld for the present. According to the latest 
reports, the 830,000 waa paid in two instalments.

Gay last summer and asked him: ‘* Why should 
there not be a railroad on Wabash aveuue, from 
Madison to Twenty-secoud street, and the priv- 
ilege be given to the old eompavy?” And at 
‘her request he presented the petition. Others, 
however, thought a new, bona-fide company 
ought to have it, and several applications were 
putin, but none of the projected corporations 
had any bottom to it. In his opinion, no new 
company could afford to lay a track from Madi- 
son to Twenty-second street only, andthat the 
ouly reliable one was the present corporation. 

WHY IS THIS THUS? 

Reporter—But did you not advocate the c!aims 
of a new company up to the evening of the pas- 
sage of ihe ordivance ? 

Alderman—Yes ; a friend of mine, who boards 
at the Sherman House, had secnred my influence 
in favor of a company in which he was interest- 
ed ; but on Monday evening, when I went to the 
Council Chamber, [ found Ald. R. Stone, of the 
Fourth Ward, andthe two Fifth Wara Alder- 
mep, working agaiust the new company, alleg- 
ing, as their reason for so doing, that, if thev 
voted for an ordinance granting permission to 
the new company to lay theirtracka south of 
Twenty-second street, their constituents would 
drive them out of their wards. 

Reporter—On the strength of that statement

EXPRESSIONS OF INDIGNATION. 
WHAT THE PEOPLE SAY? 

A reporter of Tus TRIBUNE bad a talk with Mr. 
Cyrus H. McCormick on the subject of the or- 
dinance vesterday afternoon. The raporter 


asked : 

‘* What do you think of the ordinance passed 
by the Council in reference to the Wabash 
Avenue Street-Railway 7” 

Mr. McCormick—lI think that the railroad iteelf 
will benefit the street, but lam not satistied with 
tho manner in which the Council dealt with the 
matter. 

Reporter—On what do you ground your dis- 
Batisfaction ? 

Mr. McCormick—I really cannot understand 
why the Aldermen should pags over the proposi- 
tion of the Companies that offered to keep the 
street in repair and pay a percentage of their 
earnings to the City Treasury and the Public 
Library Fund. Those terms were certainly 
more advantageous than the proposition of the 
old company, of which Mr. Cobbis President. 
I think that the public should demand an ex- 
planation of the travasaction. The ordinance 
was rushed through with very indecent haste 
last Monday evening. I hardly think that any 
respectable citizen, whetherin favor of having 
ihe track laid or otherwise, can im‘iorse the ac- 
tion of the Common Council. This, bowever, 
is not my only reason for condemaing the pas- 
mage of the ordivance. 

heporter—Vleasze state your other objections. 

Mr. MeCormick—I think they ought to have 
laid the track from Lake to Twenty-second 
stroect, instead of commencing at Aladigon streec. 
If the railway is of auy benetit to the thoreugh- 
fare, which I think it will be, it ought to be laid 
the whole way, and should be eventually run on 
the North Side over state or lush street bridge. 
The North Side people have only one great line 
of travel,—over Clark street,—and, in my opin- 
ion, a continuation of the Wabash avenue line to 
that section wouid prove a public benefit. At all 
events, the affsir looks mixed, and wonld, I 
think, be all the better for a searching investi- 
gation. If the Aldermen are innocent they 
ought to court scrutiny, and, if guilty, they 
sbould bo punished according to law. 

MR. W. D. KERFOOT 
was also interrogated relative to the vexed ques- 
tion. He replied as follows: 

Wabash avenue has beeu rapid!y degenerating. 
It is ueither a good business strest, nor yeti a 
first-class residence locality this side of Tweuty- 
recond street. Itis foolish to suppose that the 
laviug of & track on an avenue injures the value 
of property, even in a residence sense. It has 
not that effect in Philadelphia, Cincinnati, or 

Louisville. The people of the latter place 
fought the new railroad on Broadway for a 
long time. Now, they could not get 
along withont it. Take it here in Chicago: 
the street-railroads have made Madison, State, 
aod Clark streets what they are in business. 
Washington street has no railroad system. 
Neither has Lake. But, on West Lake street, 
where the railway turns into it° from Ran- 
dolpu street, the residence property has in- 
creased in valne. The Sherman House people 
fon¢ht the railroad on Clark street for a long 
penod. Now they discover that, so far from in- 
juriag business, it has only made things lively. 
{ amin fevor of street-railroads wherever they 
cau be had. That was why I sigued the 
petition. 

Reporter—What do you think of the action of 
the Common Council last Monday night ? 

Mr. Kerfoot—itiwas, to say the least of it, very 
abrupt, especially when the proposition of the 
Company that would do absolutely nothing but 
lay the track was, by the action of the Aldermen, 
accepted. I think the thing should not have 
been burried through in such hot haste. There 
should have been more deliberation. 

MR, LAZARUS SILVERMAN 
said that he signed the petition for the railroad, 
bet did not approve of tbe way in which the 
Council gave the unlimited and unconditional 
practice to the Chicago City Railway Company. It 
was sure to create public dissetisfaction. He was 
convinced that the property-holders north of 
Twenty-second street, at Jeast a great many of 
them, favored tho laying of the track, but the 
conditions upon which it was to be laid made 
quite a difference. 

MR. CHARLES FOLLANSBEZ 
unqualifiedly condemned the laying of the track, 
because he coneidered tie invasion of the ave- 
nue would not terminate with the advance to 
l'wenty-second street. With the present Coun- 
cil anything was possible to the ambitious and 
the venturous. He regarded the passage of the 
ordinance as an outrage on public mght, and 
thought that the memoers of the Council who 
voted for the measure ought to be strict!v in- 
vestigated, and, if found cu!pable, should be 
made to suffer the penalty of their crime. 

COL. PIERCE, 
of the firm of Rees, Pierce & Co., took the same 
gcneral view of the affair. ‘The action of the 
Coinmon Council was undeniably indecorous, 
and bred grave suspicion in the public mind. He 
had no doubt that the affair would create cousid- 
erabie excitement before it wes all througa with. 
The Chicago City Railway bad made easy terms, 
on what grounds the majority of the Aldermen 
could best explain. It was very strange that the 
Companies which offered a revenue to the city 
were ignored in favor of a Company that pro- 
posed to do nothing but lay ita track and allow 
the city to look after repairs and improvements.

AN INDIGNANT CITIZEN. 
To the Euitor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cur1ca@o, Dec. 23.—I am much pleased to see 
the decided stand you take in opposing this 
monstrous fraud of the Council. You can well 
say that it shows plainly there has been large of- 
fers to these Aldermen for their votes; the 
wriier has had positive evidence of it. Do any 
of them remember the great indignation meet- 
ing tbat was held in Bryan Hall some years ago ? 
Thousands of our citizens visited that hall that 
evening, double its capacity of holding, to ex- 
press their intense indignation of the acts of our 
Legislature, who bed ratified the action of the 
Council, giving that huge monopoly the addi- 
tional extension from twenty-five years to ninety- 
nine years without one cent of income to the 
city for the valuable franchise. Mr. East- 
man, then our Representative, was sacoused 
publicly et that meeting of taking & bribe of 
$16,000, Hé attempted to explain, Ghd was 
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indignantly hissed by the entire mass then 
present. {think our worthy Mayor was present 
and took an active part in expressing his sbare 
of the universal disgust. Those legislators have 
ever since been marked by the old citizens and 
completely ostracized. Why should this railway 
have the free use of one of our best streets 
without paying the city for it? They pay no 
license for their cars. They refuse to pay their 
share of paving streets, compelling, as they did, 
West-Side citizens te pave the whole of 
West Randolph, refusing to pay their share, or 
even the centre of their tracks. The Cincinnati 
Council, looking after the rigbts of tax-payers, 
compelled their city railway to pay 1 cent for each 
passepger. The result was a revenue of $12,000 
to the city the tirst year of their railway exist- 
ence. And this fora city where the grades of 
tue road are up and down hill, requiring double 
the labor and expense that avy city railway costs 
to run here, The daily receipts of the South 
Side Railway here are $2,500, showing a 
transportation of 50,000 persons per day 
transported over that one line. Atl cent each, 
this would produce $500 per day, or $182,500 
per annum. Without doubt if this had 
been insisted upon, and beth North and West 
Side compelled to pay the same proportion, it 
would amount to over $300,000 per annum. So 
much loss to our tax-payers yearly. The Cinciu- 
nati railways only charge 5 cents, the same as 
our Own, yet after paying this 1 cent to the city 
they pay a handsome dividend oa the remaining 4 
cents. What dividends do you suppose our city 
railroads'pay on level streets and one-horse cars, 
and nothing to the city, not even the extent of 
license that our stages and drays pay for use of 
such streets! For shame! How long will our suf- 
fering tax-payers stand such shameful, barefaced 
stealing as this and otber Councils have done. 
Let them look out for the Grand Juries of 1875.

A VAIN HOPE. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuitcaago, Dec, 25.—As the people of Chicago 
appear to be given over bodily to the keepiug of 
an infamous Common Council, the only hope for 
justice they cao now think of is the intervention 
of the Mayor in his vetoing capacity. I of 
course allude to the disgraceful conduct of the 
majority in the Common Council last Monday 
night, in the passage of the Wabash Avenue 
Railroad ordinance,—the most gigantic fraud 
ever forced through a body calling itself legis- 
lative and representative of the people's inter- 
ests.

AMUSEMENTS. 
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THE FOUNDLINGS’ HOME CONCERT. 

The concert given for the benefit of the 
Foundlings’ Home at Farweli Hall, last evening, 
called out a very good audience, and ought to 
result in a very suostantial beneiit to that masti- 
tution. The programme was composed exclu- 
sively of Mr. S. G. Pratt’s compositions, both 
instrumental and vocal. Such an experiment is 
always @Cangerous one, even with the music of 
composers of the highest rank, and it may natur- 
ally be assumed that the coucert was tedious 
to the majority of the anudicnce. Those 
musically inclined would have some interest in 
studving Mr. Pratt’s ideas and forms, but the 
majority of people go to be entertained, and a 
concert made up exclusively of one composer's 
music is about as eutertaining as a meal made 
up of a single dish. It would have been much 
more enjoyable had Mr. Pratt made one part of 
his programme miscellaneous, which, with 
the excellent talent be had, would 
bave been very attractive, and _ relieved 
the remainder of the programme. He has, 
however, had his long-coveted opportunity of 
making Chicago acquainted with his music and 
musical ability, and, if it failed to reach a suc- 
cesa of enthusiasm, it ia partly due to the cause 
we have just stated. This point, however, does 
not reflect upon the quality of Mr. Pratt's music, 
as better composers would have fared no better. 
[tis only sowe incomparable organization like 
Mr. Thomas’ orchestra that can make one com- 
poser tolerable for a whole evening, and even 
Mr. Thomas finds it a hard task. 

The programme embreced the ‘* Heroic March,” 
‘‘Homage to New Chicago,” the ‘Symphony 
No. 1,” which was play 2d last winter, and eeven 
numbers from his opera of ‘Antonio aud 
Lucy,” the libretto of which is based upon Rutf- 
tini’e Italian story of *‘ Dr. Antonio,” the nuum- 
bers being made up of one chorus for male 
voices, three mixed chorases concerted, four 
solos for soprano, alto, and tenor, and a duo for 
tenor and soprano—the seventh number, 
a trio for soprano, tenor, and baritone, being 
omitted for lack of sufficient rehearsal with or- 
chestra. Inthe production of this music, Mr. 
Pratt was well favered, having an excellent or- 
chestra of about thirty-five pieces, a  well- 
balanced mixed chorus of fifty voiges, made up 
fron.our various singipg societies, and some of 
the best solo talent in the city, embracing 
Mre. Svacey, Mre. C. Jones, and Mirs. 
W. H. Hart, sopranos; Miss Ella A. White 
and Miss Rosa C. Kellner, altos; Mr. Edward 
Schultze, tenor; Mr. James Gill, baritone ; and 
Mr. Thomas Goodwillie, basso. Mr. Bualatka 
also paid a very handsome compliment to the 
youug composer by conducting some of tue 
namoers. Of the merits of the music per- 
formed on this occasion we reserve an estimate 
until our regular review on Sunday, reeting at 
tbis time with a simple record of the concert 
and the fact that all the singers did their bes: to 
make the performance a successful ove. As Mr. 
rats haa made this concert somewhat of a test 
occasion, it would be untair to pronounce a hasty 
decision, and it is to be presumed that the music 
will keep until Sunday.

THE THORNTON & CHICAGO ROAD, 

On the 29th of June last the Chicago & 
Southern Railroad began the construction of a 
track trom Thornton to Chicago. By the latter 
portion of October nearly 20 miles of the track 
had been laid. At that time an injunction 
against all further proceedings was obtained 
from Judge Moore, ‘This injunction, as well as 
one which was subsequently obtained, was dis- 
solved by Judge Moore about two weeks ago. 
Mince that time the Company has pushed for- 
ward the work with the utmost speed, and by 
to-morrow it is expected to run 
cursion train over the road. The 
begins at a point on the Chicago, Danville & 
Vincennes Railroad, about a mile north of 
Thornton, and cuts through the Towns of 
Thornton, Worth, and Lake, and the Villages of 
Dalton and Blue Isiand. It connecta with the 
Danville & Vincennes, the Chicago & Alton, and 
the Rock Island Railroads, thus insuring it good 
conuections with other parts of the State. The 
new road has been leased to the Danville & Vin- 
cennes Railroad, by whom it will be run, the 
Company immediately putting op excellent roil- 
lng-stock, and for the present using their own 
depot for both roads.

MUTINOUS MUTES. 

An Account ef the Riot in the Dela- 
Vaa (“iis.) Dealt and Dumb Insti«- 
bdkliwile 

Special Dispatch to Phe Chicago Tribune. 

Devavan, Wis., Dec. 23.—Ihe ugly rumors 
that have been the common topic of conversa- 
tion ou the street reepecting the ill-treatment of 
the inmates of the Deaf and Dumb Institution, 
to-day took shape in the statement that, as a 
result of the recent investigation by the Trus- 
tees, several of the inmates who were concerned 
in the attack ou the Principal when he at- 
tempted to whip a pupil have been ex- 
pelied in disgrace. It will be remeu.bered 
the story was, that the Principal is unduly ad- 
dicted to ordering punishment for slight causes ; 
that he had gone so far as to construct a prison- 
room in which he would confine pupils, on a 
bread-and-water diet, for days together, for the 
most trifling offenses; and that the cruelty 
that brought affairs to a climax was the 
attempted —ere of an unfortunate 
youbgy man who had offended the Princi- 
pal in some way or other. The culprit re- 
sisted corporeal punishment, and shoved the 
Principal out of the room. The Principal 
returned with the assistance of the teachers and 
other help; and on the other hand were arrayed 
about forty or fifty of the pupils. The Princi- 
pal's orders to seize the offender were net obey- 
ed, and the Principal bimself, in a great rage, 
tried to flog him, when the pupils rusbed in and 
cleared the room, taking care to injure no- 
body except the Principat and his son. Such 
is the story told on the streets, sifted 
dowb, and cleared of evident exaggerations. 
The story of the Principal is, that he has 
never exerted greater authority than was neces- 
sary to proserve discipline. The pupiis agreed 
to remain peaceful until the affair could iD- 
Vestivated, and it is now chareed that, whem the 
investigation did take place, the Trustees exam- 
ined the Principal apart, aod then examined the 
teachers and witnesses in the presence of the 
Principal, with the result, as a matter of eourse, 
of the expulsion of the ringleaders in the ‘‘riot.” 
Your correspondent does not pretend to accuracy 
in the above report. He has simply sifted the 
most reliable statements. It is impossible to get 
at the facts regarding the inside working of the

Fort Wayne, Ind., Dec. 23.—Several years 
since the Council voted some $100,000 in bonds 
n aid of the Cincinnati, Richmond & Fort Wayne 
Railroad Company, which have remained in the 
hands of the City Treasurer undelivered on ac- 
count of a suit brought to prevent such delivery 
in oonsequonce of the alleged failure of the 
Company 60 keep its obligations. The suit was 
recently decaded in favor of the Company, aud the 
Council was petitioned by the COmpany to 
deliver the bonds. A remonstrance was also 
presented By the Hon. Joseph K. Edgerton 
agaiust euch delivery. Last night the Conncil 
ordered the City Treasurer to deliver such bonds 
to the Treasurer of the Railroad Company, with 
the overdue coupons attached, which was done 
quieily witoin a few moments after adjourn- 
ment, in order to prevent application by Edger- 
ton for aninjonction. The action of the Coun- 
cil created some surprise, but meets with general 
approvals

The County Agent’s Report for the 
Fiscal Year 1874, 


What He Has Done for the Relief ef 
the Poor, 


An Enormcus Amount of Money Expend. 
ed in This Direction. 


-———— 


At the next regular meeting of the Board of 
County Commissioners the County Agent, John 
Dieden, who dispenses aid to the needy in be- 
half of the county, will present bis report for 
the fiscal year which ended on the 30th of No- 
vember, 1874. The report is rather voluminous 
as a Whole, and in some respects is not as dif- 
fuse or explicit as may be desired. ‘The item of 
salaries is put down at $14,500, but no pay-rell 
is furnished. This is rather a large sum for 
clerical force of that office to absorb. It is 
perhaps of more importance to know whether 
or not there are half-a-dozen sinecurista in that 
office,—men who draw pay anddo no work, or 
individuals who receive three times as much 
remuneration as their work entitles them to, or 
as they could honestiy earn at any other occu- 
pation; it is perhaps as desirable to know that 
as itis to know how many Mongolians received 
shoe-striues, or to know the exact color of that 
lrishman’s eye which it took a jury de lunatico 
inguirendo several days to deciare was the optic 
of aman temporarily sufi from too much 
devotion at the shiins of Bacchus.

ABOUT THE CABINET. 


An Explanation of the Late 
Dispatches. 


The Relations Between the President 
and Gen. Bristow, 
The Treasury and the Post-Office De- 
pariment Under Their 
New Heads. 


Special Correspondence of the Cincinnati Gazette. 

Wasatneton, D. C., Dee. 19.—I.ate dispatches 
aswerting that serious trouble existed between 
the President and the Secretary of the Treasury 
have attracted much attention in the country.

GEN, BRISTOW AND MR. JEWELL 
in the direction of practical reform. With this 
siatément in regard to the position of the Presi- 
dent asa starang point, the present sicuation 
can be readily sec forth, 

Gen. Bristow was the President’s own selec- 
tion. He was not chosen as the resuit of po- 
litical considerations, or through the solicitations 
of friends. Not for several days after bhe 
positive aunouncement that his nomination was 
decided upon did Gen. Bristow bimaelf have any 
personal knowledge upon the snbjecr. The 
President selected him because he kuew him, and 
had faith ia him. ¢ 

No so sooner had he entered upon his duties, 
than consternation fell upon all who bad profited 
directly or mdirectty by the loose manner in 
which the Treasury Dep artment had been man- 
aced, This was a numerous class. It embraced 
moa of streugth in yan oe and men who re- 
carded themselves as securely intrencbed within 
ihe lines of their cunbaghiens Por the time they 
were Dowerless, except in secret efforts to retain 
their accomplices in position. Dat, 

COMMENCING WITH MRBx SAWYER, 
one by cone their hopes were destroyed. The 
growing popularity of the new Treasury man- 
agement has hitherto prevented these influences 
from making open war. ln proportion to the 
cousternation here has beem tue rejoicing 
throughout the country. 

It las been long since any Secretary of the 
Treasury has deserved so well. His chief idea is 
to so adminisler his Department as to perform 
the public business intrusted to it in the most 
expeditious and honest mauner. No new Secre- 
tary has gained position nere so rapidiy, and 
none has more quickly won popularity. He has 
not achieved this bya general granting of re- 
quests, but rather by meeting every case square- 
ly and openly upon its merits, aud deciding it 
promptly and without fear or favor, according to 
law first, and the public mierests next. 

RE DOES NOT DEAL IN DIPLOMACY. 

All who approach can secure the most direct at- 
tention to their business, and none are leit re 
doubt or turned away with generalities if the 
case is one that justifies atiention. loa sek 
tue Treasury Department has become a piace of 
business and square dealing, wirere all 
who have legitimate dealings stand 
the same level. The reorganization of 
tue Department bas been rapid, and is still in 
progress. To hftit from the utter demoraliz 
tion which has settled over it at the close of Mr. 
Richardson's term has been no heht task. But 
the progress has been steady, and the results 
such as to canse every friend of honest and vig- 
orous government to rejoice. Gen. Bristow to- 
day is regarded here, by men of all partics, aa 
one of the strongest men in the Administration, 
or in the Republican party. 

STANDING FIRMLY WITH HIM, 
and in his own Department, working after the 
same methods described as adopted by Secretary 
Bristow, stands Gov. Jewell, the new Postmaster 
General. He, too, was President Grant's per- 
sonal selection. Politicians were at work in 
quite another direction, urging @ man who was a 
politician, and urging him because he was this, 
and, in their view, had rendered good service. 
Dut the President ‘turned from there, after the 
resignation of Mr. Hale, and chose Mr. Jewell. 
His course has been |i ke that of Gen. Bristow. 
From the first his idea was to place the Depart- 
ment on the firmest possible business basis. Mr. 
Creswell before him had been an officer of in- 
dustry, energy. andhonesty. But he was also a 
politician, and the management of the Depart- 
meat was based more upon the theory that it 
was a political machine than Gov. Jowell is will- 
ing to admit. He is making every branch of the 
service a close study, with the sole view of mak- 
ing is more efficient. 

HE IS PROMPT AND DECIDED. 
There are no concealments with him, and public 
men, with the exception of those whose schemes 
are not designed for the livht, are delighted with 
the prompt manner in which their demands are 
either complied with or rejected for cause. 
There was much of this under Mr. Creswell. 
There is much more now. Gov. Jewell’s popu- 
larity is great and deserved. Gen. Grant has 
made no two appointments of late years that 
have brought him, or the party here, a hin- 
dredth part of the strength that has been added 
by the selection of these two Cabinet Mivisters. 

It is altogether natura!, and quite easy to un- 
derstand, that the course of Gen. Bristow and of 
Gov. Jewell has been 

INTENSELY UNSATISFACTORY 
to all men of the baser sort. Dut in the face of 
the growing popularity of these pew men the 
ines have been most unrropitious for any open 
ifestations of their chagrin. 

E or the first time they have ventured to show 
their hands, in the manner dimly shadowed for_a 
in the dispatches to which allusion has been 
made. And at the very outset of their campaign 
they have suffered defeat. In the first instance 
it was aimed at Secretary Bristow, though Gov. 
Jewell is also in their minds. 

They staked their hopes for success upon their 
ability to poison the mind of the President 
against his Secretary, and create sucha féeling 
a3 would induce him to resign. All 

THESS PLOTTERS 
have ascertained that Gen. Bristow did not seek 
the place, that, ia fact, he did not wantit; and 
that a pr ompt resignation would follow if the 
Presi: lent could be induced tointerfere in mat- 
ters of detail in his Department, which the Secre- 
tary believed hs had decided aright. 

But, before going further, it may be well toin- 
dicate the belief which many prominent gentie- 
meu here have as to some of the principal per- 
more or less directiv, in this dis- 
graceful work. And perhaps the situation can be 
inade to appear by a few words in regard to the 
Cabinet as a whole. From the first, 

SECRETARY FISH 
has confined his attention entirely to hia own De- 
partment, except when he has acted upon ques- 
tions of general policy as an adviser of the Presi- 
dent. He has had po political personal ends to 
serve, and has always takena firm stand with 
thove in the Cabinet who were earnestly seeking 
to administer public affairs with the best in:ter- 
exis of honest government constaatly in view. 
GEN. BELKNAP 
gives his time and his attention most indus- 
triously to his official duties as Secretary of War. 
He is prompt and decided in all his dealings, and 
both earnest aud enthusiastic in regard to ail 
matters that affect his Department. As in the 
Treasury and in the Post-Oftice, those having 
business can obtain prompt attention and plain 
answers. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL WILLIAMS 
neither desires, nor attempts to exercise, super- 
vision over aby other Department besides his 
own. 

But Secretaries Delano and Robeson do not, by 
any means, restrict themselves wit hia the limits 
which other members of the Cabinet prescribe 
for themselves. 

MR. DELANO 
has not been satistied unless, in addition to man- 
aging the invterior ty gee be could be 
alowed to settle many little appointments in 
both the Interpal Revenue service and in the 
Post-Office. Under former Secretaries he has 
had more success than has attended his efforts 
of late. These restrictions, together with the 
fact that ever since Mr. Delano entered the In- 
terior Department he has expected to exchange

who would be glad if such difference between 
the Presidentand Gen. Bristow could be stirred 
up as would prompt the latter to resign. 
the same Manner 
SECRETARY ROBESON 
is a politician woose desires naturally prompt 
him to cultivate his State by such means as the 
patronage of other Departments as weil as his 
own affords. The late matter calied up by the 
dispatches, regarding Mr. Cattell, is a case in 
point. It was material to Mr. Rubeson’s pians, 
political and otherwise, thas Mr. Cattell should 
aan be placed in charge of negotiating our loan 
abroad. There were the very best reasous in 
the opinion of Secretary Robeson why. Mr. Cat- 
toll shonid not be appointed, and these reasons 
were doubtless fully understood, if not appre- 
ciated, by Mr. Robeson. But the trouble which 
eeveral interested parties hoped would be made 
between the President and Mr. Bristow did not 
come, in spite of the pains which was taken to 
herald a serious rupture. It wi!l be remembered 
that the authority of two Cabinet officers was 
persistently given as the authority for the story. 
Up to this time, however, it is vot true, and the 
chances are that it will not be at any future time. 
OF THE COMBINATIONS, 
other than those hinted at, to help i 
temptibis intrigues having in view the forced re- 
tirement of Gen. Bristow, it is not the purpose 
now to speak. Tliese combinations, however, 
have numerous ramifications, and some of them 
believe themselves strong. The general plan of 
proceeding for all is first to ascertain what 
course Gen. Bristow has decided upon in regard 
to specific matters, and then, through parties 
having access to the President, to induce him, if 
poss sible, to suggeet some other couras to his 
Secretary, without giving him the least indica- 
tion that the matter is already decided. The 
idea of all this is that by repetition the Presi- 
dent can be brought to believe that the Secre- 
tary is always uowilling to take his advice, and 
will end by breaking w:th him. Some account of 
thing combiuations may follow in a future letter.

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Letter from Mire Baward S. Hussey, 
of Brazil, tnd. 
Toe the Fditor of The Chicaco Tribune: 

Braz, Ind., Dec. 21.—To-day your issue of 
the 13th inst. was handed me, in which I find an 
article headed ‘‘ Indiana’s Shame,” written by 
the correspondent of the Cincinnati Gazelle, in 
which he singles me ont as the prominent indi- 
vidual who perpetrated what he calls an outrage, 
and, what adds to the biackness of the act, pre- 
tends to base his information upon the intelili- 
gence received from a citizen of this city. The 
tale he tells appears verv plausible, and he leads 
his readers on step by step until he caps the 
climax and the children are dismissed. 

The outrage referred to was the dismiseal of 
twenty-five children from the Public School on 
account of their color. This is lie No. 1. 

He goes on to state that, in consequence of the 
influx of colored miners, who displaced the Irish 
and German miners, the vexed question came up 
regarding the dismissal of the colored children, 
and consequently the Trustees announced their 
intention of dismissing the descendants of Ham 
from the school, and that it created deep and in- 
tense feeling foratime. This, I might say, is 
lie No. 2, because the cotered miners did not 
tarry in the city, but went directly to the several! 
mines, and consequently the number of colored 
children was not increased, as he would intimate, 
in cone squence of this influx. 

He farther states that there were between 
twenty-five and thirty colored scholars in atten- 
dauee. This is le No. 3. 

** No sooner,” he says, “ was the Buskirk de- 
cision rendered than the question was again 
raised. Democrats, bankrupt miners, and 
moss-covered NRepublicans, joined in one 
prolonged howl fof the expulsion of 
the ‘niggers;’ and ‘“‘the ‘Trustees—Dillon W. 
Bridges, k. 5. Hussey, az id Wiham Torbert— 
did not hesitate to comply.” Lie No. 4. 

His informant endeayors, with a littie dress- 
ing from him, to represent. ascene at the dis- 
missal of these cl hildren, calculated to melt the 
heart of a stone, if it had one. ‘The better 
class of citizens,” be saya, ** were indignant, and 
will demand their restoration; and, if denied, 
will c mpel the ‘Trustees to furnish a separate 
school.” Now, here the correspondent drops 
the others, and singles mo out as tha individual 
to pour out the vials of his pent-up wrath upon, 
—forgetting that one 1s uot a majority of 
three, and that, had there been a division of 
sentiment, it would have required two: 
and, if not, then all three were equally guilty. 

The question appears to have been put by this 
correspondent to his reliable citizen, * Has 
Hussey shown auy symptoms heretofore of being 
unfriendly to the colored race?” * Oh, yes, on 
several occasions. Why, he is a moss-covered 
Republican, who voted the Whig ticket in 1854. 
Of course he could have no affinity for the ne- 
gro, whom we desire to ece raised in point of 
intellect higher tnan a beast; but he had to do 
it to concrhate the miners and retain their votes, 
so as to continue the Republican party in power 
in the couuty, a8 the vote had 
close for several years; 
this fall, we bave managed 
ahead.” ‘This thing alone would stamp the in- 
former asa liar of. the first water. A consu!ta- 
tion of the statistics of the vote of Clay County, 
for eighteen years back at least, shows that the 
Republicans carried the county but onee in that 
time, and that time was in the fall of 1872. He 
atserts that Hussey is ‘‘a politician of the dem- 
agogue order;” and that ‘‘by yielding to the 
claims of the mob, who were both ignorant and 
prejudiced,” I expected to make capital for my- 
self. What do I want with political capital? I 
do not expect to run for Congress, or any other 
office, unless the Gazette’s article, and similar 
ones copied by the press generally, shouid bring 
ine into such notoriety that it would be neces- 
rary to do so to define my position through- 
out the district. ‘ihose that know me can 
very readily stamp the assertion as a 
falsehood. I am no demagogue . or 
‘*moss-covered Republican.” I express mvself 
freely on every subject, and seorn to use decep- 
tion to carry my point or gain my ends. I be- 
lieve now, and alwavs have, that honesty is the 
best policy, and that to pander to the ignorance 
or prejudices of a ** mob’—as the correspondent 
sees fit to call our citizens—does not in the 
end win. Aad, as for making the latter class of 
citizens my enemies by this act, he knows he 
lies when he says so; for the very reason that 
Hussey did not do it, and had no band in it, and 
did not know i was done antil it was ac- 
comp!ished, And now he brings in all three of 
us again as having offered a gross insuit to 
every lover of na tural justice 

Tuis article is already too long, but I 
am getiing fired of having my name 
brought so prominently before the publie, to 
the serious injury of my reputation, ‘and 
think it time tomake an emphatic denial! of the 
charge. 1am a Lepublican, and have been since 
the party came into existence; have honestly 
labored for the partyin this county for years, 
and was aopointed last summer Chairman of the 
Central Committee; am not in any way opposed 
to the negro enjoying all the rights and privi- 
leges given himbythelaws. Neither Mr. Bridges 
nor myself is or was a member of the School 
Board ; and we had no more to do with dismiss- 
ing the emildren than you had. There were but 
thirty-five, or twenty-tive, dismisseld. There 
never have been over jive colored children resi- 
dents of ourcity at one time. There were but four 
dismissed,and they were dismissed by Mr. Torbert ; 
and they had only attended school about four 
months. So vou see how grossly the eorrespond- 
ent has slandered me and endeavored to injure 
mé in the estimation of all good men. I have 
said Mr. Torbert was hasty in his action, and, | 
believe, should have delayed the matter for a 
time. HadI beena Trustee, my voice would 
have been against it; forl believe. if we expect 
the nero to be an intelligent, prosperous citizen, 
we must give him the opportunity, and that can- 
not be done except by giving him an ednecation. 
And what I and the people of Brazil regret most 
is, that there are not enough children to justify 
the Trustee in emploving a separate toacher.

From a casual reading of the law, it would 
geem that the Govermor had no option in such 
cases, and that, though. vacancy occurred by 
death or otherwise, evem @ few days before the 
expiration of the Congress, va would be Tt

‘THE REY. DAVID WILLIAMS. 

The venerable Rey. David Williams, late pas- 
tor of the Welsh Presbyterian Church, of this 
city, and probably the oldest minister in Chi- 
cago, died peacefclly at 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, at the family residence, No. 233 South San- 
gamon street. He had reached the ripe age of 
75 years, and had been a true and faithful 
Christian during his ministrations, which ex. 
tended over a period of fifty-seven years, twonty- 
six of which have been spent in this country, 
and ten in this city. He was bora in Bonterwyd, 
Whales, Feb. 28, 1800, and graduated at the age 
of 22 in Lady Huntington’s College, 55 miles 
from Chester, Engiand. He entered the relici- 
ous field imiuediately afterwards, and began a 
eareer OF usefulness, marked by peaceful ex- 
periences, and fraught with great good to his 
fellow-men in both Great Britain and the United 
States. Mr. Williams came to this country in 
1849, and took up his abode in Remsen, N. Y., 
where he presided saticfactoriiy over a small 
congregation for three vears anda half. Thence 
he removed to Pitsburg and preached for three

SUFFERING NEBRASKA. 

STATISTICS SHOWING THE NEED OF MORE AID. 

The Nebraska Relief Committee, which was 
appomted by tho Board of Trade held a meet- 
in Mr. C. G. Cooley’s office yesterday morning, 
and were addressed by the Rev. T. H. Tibblies, 
of Omaha, who said that Mr. D. Remick, one of 
the oldest and most respected citizens of the 
State, had just returned from a canvass of seven 
counties in the Republican Valley, and, after 
striking from the list all persons who had any 
extra stock, or had friends upon whom they 
could callfor help, he reportedin the seven 
counties 2,300 persons to whom rations must be 
issued for seven months. These rations alone, 
for that length of time, forthese seven coun- 
ties, will cost, at the lowest estimate, and with 
freo transportation, the sum of $115,920. 
There were thimty-six countios to be 
supplied, and unless at least $500,000 
was raised, either in money or provisions, some 
must be left to starve. ‘There have been some 
changes in the management of the Aid Society, 
and it now had the speaker’s fullest contidence. 
Mr. E. B. Chandler had retired, and Mr. O. N. 
Ramey was Acting Secretary. John F. Trout, 
First Lieutenavt of the T'wenty-third Infantry, 
A.Q. M., had charge of the shipments, and every- 
thing tbat came went out with that system and 
strict attention to accounts that always charac- 
terized the ovficers of the reguiar army. He 
nicked up every pin and button, and it went on 
the lists, and waa charged and receipted for. 
This report of Gen. Remick (who was formerly 
on Gen. Sherman's stat?) was the most systemat- 
ic thing Mr. Tibbles had noticed, and doubtless 
the advice he had given would aid very 
materiaily in pushing torwa:d the work 
of the Society; but it also told us 
in dollars and cents what must bo 
furnisbed, or leave the bones of our brethren to 
bleach on the p!ains, The sendmg out of such 
aman as Gen. Remick showed that this 5 ociety 
was doing its utmost under its present manage- 
ment, and would do atl that any human egency 
could do for the relief of the sulfermg. He 
had found on his trip to the Kast innumerable 
persons soliciting aid for these sufferers, many 
of them good men, giving their time and ex- 
penses to this cause, but many undoubtedly were } 
impostors, and perhaps it would be wise to call 
the attention of the public to these facts, and 
insist that all donations be turned over to the 
local committees in towns and cities where they 
were given, and Gen. Ord at Omaha be author- 
ized to draw for them, or the Secretary of the 
Chicago Branch, when in the vicinity of Chicago. 
The following resolutions were passed by the 
Chicago Executive Committee: 
l’iret—That we advise all persons who are dimposed 
to help the atsolutely destitute ou our frontier to 
turn over nothing into the hands of traveling solicit- 
ors above what would be wmecessary§ for actual 
expenses, but put all gifts in the hands of a local com- 
mittee, and then inform Gen, E.O. C, Ord, Omaha, 
Neb,, that they are subject to his orders, 
Second—That we again appeal to the ever generous 
people of this city to come at onee with more liberal 
donations to reheve this distress, such 43 this prion 
never saw befere,

FACTS ABOUT COAL. 
MELTING OF THE EXCUANGE. 

A meeting of the Chicago Coal Exchange was 
held yesterday afternoon in the Metropolitan 
slock, corner of Randolph” and LaSalle streets. 
O. W. Goit, President, occupied the chair, with 
Joseph Kirkland as Secretary, 

The minutes of the last meeting was read and 
approved. The Secretary reported the amount 
of coal recsived by lake from April 15 to date 
(which may be considered as the total receipts of 
he season) as 395,600 tons of anthracite, and 
265,000 tons of bituminous. This includes all 
the anthracite, but only the Erie and Blossburg 
varieties of bituminous, as all the Illinois and 
Indiana cheap coal, and a .large portion of the 
Ohio coal comes by rail. The anthracite, 
added to a littl over 190,000 tons, which 
remained on hand last spring from the stock of 
i873, makea about 500.000 tons available 
supply, against about 550,000 tons last year, of 
which 100,000 tons were left over, as above 
stated. 

A letter was read from Longstreet & Co., of 
Buffalo, and Burton Bros. & Co., of Erie, ad- 
verting to the late prosecution of Lobert Law by 
a small city dealer, rejoicing in the complete 
vindication of Mr. Law, regretting § the 
trouble he had been put to, but say- 
ing that if the whole matter re- 
sulted in the total expulsion from the 
trade of the ‘‘middlemen” or ‘‘scalpers,” it 
would be a blessing to all concerned. These 
middlemen, operating without character or cap- 
ital, were characterized as ** corner cormorants,” 
swallowing 50 or 75 cents of the price of each 
ion of coal, and renderiug no service as an equiy- 
alent.

The proposed action of the Common Council, 
directing that every load of coai should be 
weighed on some of the public city scalea, was 
taken up and considered. The physical impos- 
sibility of passing 5.00 loads of coal a day over 
the public scales, and weighing  afier- 
ward the empty wagons, and the moral 
impossibility of ** lecisiating honesty into men,” 
were freely commented on, and various plans of 
action were proposed for protecting the public 
against short weights without either destroying 
the possibility of carrving on the coal business 
or necessitating an additional charge for weigh- 
ing being added to every ton sold. But, in view 
ofthe fact thatno decisive action haxas yet 
been taken by the Council, it was deemed beat to 
defer any action bythe Coal Exchange until 
after such a measure has been formally passed 
upon by the city authorities. 

There being no further business, the Ex- 
change adjourned to meet the first Saturday in 
next month, when the regular monthly meeting 
will occar.

THE CRAND JURY. 
LESULT OF ITS DELIBERATIQNS ON THE CITY-HALL. 

On the assembling of the Criminal Court vea- 
terday morning, Judge Tree upon the Bench, the 
Gran1 Jury submitted the following as the re- 
sult of their investigation into the condition of 
the building now in use as a City-Hall:

The Grand Jurv impannelel for the December term 
of the Criminal Cour: of Capk County, over whica 
Your Honor at present presikics, received from you, 
umong other instructions, a @:arge to exramiae into 
the condition of the building in which the Courts of 
Record of Cook County are meld and. their records 
kept, and to ascertain the condition of its courts, jury- 
rooms, vauiis, and such other portions of the building 
as are used by the county and city for public purposes, 
and, if necessary, take proper action thereon, 

in pursuance of these instructions the Grand Jury 
has visited the building, and made a careful inspec- 
tion of the entire premises so far as occupied, and has 
also examined several witnesses,mem bers of the Beach 
and Rar, prominent physwians, architecis, builders, 
and tue Clerks of the courte, a6 to its 48anitary con:h- 
tion, safety of the building itself, the securily of ite 
vyaulis, and its gerveral 
which it ie used, and find as follows: 

irat—That the vaults af said building are secure 
egainst any ordinary lire, but the greatest danger to 
the records consists in their being mecossaniy scat- 
tered through the different court-rooms and Clerk’s of- 
fices during court Lours in a building of so inflamma- 
ble a character, 

Second—Although the building was erected for tem- 
porary use, and nrost of the inner walls were built on 
wooden foundations, waich have been strengthened 
under the supervision of the Board of Public Works, 
when neceasary, we find that the ouilding ie at present 
considered nearly as safe as at any time during its oc- 
cupancy,. 

Thivu—We find the portion of the building occu- 
pied by the Courts of Record of Cook County wholly 
unfit for that purpose, Most of the court-rooms are 
too amall, ail badiy ventilated, with low ccilings, and 
are exposed to offensive odors oontinuaily, rendering 
the atmosphere poisonons, endangering the heaith of 
those compelled to remain in them any length of time, 

The location of the jury-rooms excludes daylight en- 
tirely, and with no ventilstion except from adjoining 
roomes, they are siinply unit for ocenpancy, an injury 
to litivante, and a disgrace to the county, 

We believe that the solution of this whole matter 
resis with the Honorable Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Cook County, and we recommond that they 
take action in the matter promptly, and provide a suit- 
able building or builtings to accommodate the courts 
now located in the city baildings, on the corner of 
Adams and LaSalle streets, 

It ia generailv understood that whem the county took 
possession of the present quarters there were none 
better in the city, but at present suitable buildings can 
be obtained, 

We, therefore, respectfully present to Your Honor 
the foregoing as the finding of the Grand Jury, be- 
lieving that an indictment will be uanecessary when 
the facts are understood by the officials of Cook 
County, whose ditty itia to provide suitable buildings 
for county business,
